Bill No. 1 provides direct primary 
nomin ations for all state, 
county, 
congressional, senatorial ami other 
offices, ex cept representatives in Hie 
general assemb ly and city and vil­ 
lage offices. T his b ill does not apply 
to township or school officials. 
Bill No. 2 provides for nom ina­ 
tions for memb ers of thd general as­ 
semb ly. 
Bill No. 3 provides for direct nom 
inations for city and village officers, 
m a ndatory upon all cities of fl.000 
population or 
over, and optional as 
to othe r cities and villages. 
Bill No. 4 provides for the nom in­ 
ation of city and village officers b y 
petition, which is optional. A city, 
b y adoptin g the petition plan of nom 
inafion, can take itself out from un­ 
der the direct primary method. 
Bill No. .r> provides for the nom in­ 
ation of judges b y petition.
